Robertson vs. Ellis & Co. This was 
an action brought by Capt. H. J. and 
Mrs. Robertson, of Moresby Island, to 
recover S-,),0UO damages from Kllis & 

Co., publishers of The Colonist, for mi 
alleged libel contained in an article 
headed " Adrift on a Raft," published 
in the daily and weekly editions of The 
Colonist of February 22nd, 1889. 

The following special jury was em- 
panelled : Henry Blount, (foreman), 
Geo. H. Mayuard, P. T. Johnston, F. 
E. l'Jngleliardt, .): Keith Wilson, A. J; 
Cray, Jlcnry Mnnsell, and M, W. 
Waitt. 

Mr. I). M. Eborts, (of Eberts & Tay- 
lor), appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. 
C. E. Pooley, Q.C., for the defendants. 

The counsel for the plaintiff, in ())icii- 
itig the case, said : My lord and gentle- 
men ot the jury. This is an action 
brought by Captain Robertson and his 
wife against the proprietors of THE 
Colonist, who, on the 22nd day of 
February, published a defamatory libel 
against them under the heading "Ad- 
rift on a Baft." (The learned counsel 
proceeded to read tho do6nition of a. 
libel as laid down in Alger.) Captain 
Robertson for tive-and-twenty years lias 
been n resident of China ; and while 
there he and his wife became possessed 
of a large amount of property. Tho 
climate not agreeing with them how- 
ever. Capt. Robertson and his wife 
came to this province and landed nt 
Vancouver. During all the time that 
ho lias lived in British Columbia, Cupt. 
Robertson has been engaged in import- 
ing tea to this country, being tho largest 
lea importer in the country. Two years 
ngo he purchased Moresby Island, and 
several large tracts of land adjoining it. 
II e erected a large house on Moresby 
Island, and lived there with his wife, 
and two Chinese servants. On February 
22nd, the proprietors of Thk Colonist, 
saw lit, ft i publish an article in tlieirdiuly 
and weekly newspapers. [The article on 
which action was based was road to tho 
jury]. That i; the article complained 
of, md that is the article which Captain 
and Mrs. Robertson say is a defamatory 
libel against them. 

(The pleadings in the case were rend, 
and the counsel for tho plaintiffs con- 
tinued!; The plaintiffs are peculiarly 
situated. Captain Robertson is the 
t>\\ ner of large possessions in China. The 
property is a largo but in a manner in- 
•eeine possession, owing to the difficul- 
ty of holding property under the treat- 
ies thai exist between China and 
fjngluttd. Capt. Robertson has a large 
family of boys, and it is probable 
that he may sonic time send some of 
them to China: when: the Chinese gov- 
ernment, if the story of cruelty as pub- 
lished reach them, might retaliate, in a 
way that would mean great financial 
lois to the plaintiffs. The only thing 
that ('apt. Kobcrtsoii can do to vindi- 
cate himself, is to take the action that 
he has. We say that the article was 
not founded on fact, and was alto- 
gcthei sensational. It accuses Capt. 
Robertson and his wife of doing what 
no honest man or woman would do, and 
certainly is a libel calculated to do very 
much injury to the pluintifT. 

The learned counsel then briefly re- 
viewed the pleading put in in defence, 
and called bis first witness, the plain- 
tiff. 

Captain Horatio John Robertson wan 
duly sworn. 

Question (on copies of the newspapers 
containing the article complained of be- 
ing produced) -You see those papers be- 
fore you '!

Last- 
ly I was doing river engineering. Then 
I was captain or coast pilot on the Chi- 
nese war whips.

China? 

A—1 have, I have lands, buildings 
and other property, and my wifohas 
also.

Mr. Eberts(lo the Court)— I would 
like your lordship to ask Capt. Robert 
sou if he still considers he owed them 
anything. 

His lordship — 1 have asked liini that 
question myself; and he replied that he 
still owed them S40. 

Mr. Eberts— Would your lordship 
just ask him— 

His lordship- 1 cannot allow a now 
examination? 

Mr, Eberts— Would your lordship ask 
Capt. Robertson how long the Chinese 
worked for him; how much they were 
paid, und how much was still due them, 
His lordship -You ask me to re-open 
the examination, and I decline to do so. 

By a juror— How long have these Chi- 
nese worked for you since thoy came to 
this country ? 

A— From the time they arrived in the 
country in July, 18S8, until the timo 
they left the Island. 

The juror— And how much has been 
paid them ? 

A They got ^ money from time, to 
timo. Mrs. Robertson also got a num- 
ber of articles for them at their re- 
quest. 

Tho Juror — And how much is still 
duo them? 
A - About $40. 

His Lordship — Aio, those dollars the 
same as ours? 

Witness — No, My Lonfj They are 
worth about 2!) per cent. less. 

Tho plaintiffs here rested their case. 
Mr, Pooley applied for a, non-suit on 
the ground that tho plaintiff in the box 
had not complained of suffering any in 
jury as the result of the publication 
the article complained of. 

His lordship thought tho case should 
go on, however, after noting the point 
I raised. 

In opening the case for the defendant 
tho learned counsel showed how publi- 
cation was made without any malice on 
the part of tho defendant. The article 
complained of was a fair report of state- 
ments made to the Chief of Police in tho 
presence of a reporter of the paper. The 
counsel for the defendants read the 
pleadings put ill by tho defense, com- 
mented upon them, and called Peter, an 
Indian. 

Peter, the Indian, was duly sworn. 

Q — Do you remember being out fish- 
ing in your canoe on the 19th of Feb- 
ruary: 

A— Yes. 

Q —Were you alone fishing ut that 
time ? 

A — There wsii no one with mo. 

Q — What happened then? 

A— I was out fishing that day. The 
strong current took ine to the other 
side, to the little island opposite, Ton 
Mile point. I thought I heard some 
one calling away out on the water. 
There was another canoe out with mo. 
I went out with him to where the noise 
came from, and found a Chinawoman 
and a man on a bit of a raft, This plat- 
form they were on was made of three 
logs with a board across it. The man 
and woman were lying on a feather bed, 
and there was a trunk at the end of the 
raft. The Chinawoman held out her 
hands to me, when I caiue up, and said: 
"Please, I wish you'd save mo. Take 
me ashore. Do take me ashore." And 
so I took the woman, and put her in my 
canoe, with the feather bed they had on 
the raft. The Chinaman my friend took 
in his canoe, with the trunk. I 
took the woman ashore to my 
place. It was about six o'clock 
111 the evening when 1 got home. 
The woman was freezing cold. Her lin- 
gers were stiff. She could hardly move 
them. That same evening it wus cold 
and rainy all the night, and blowing 
hard. Tho Chinawoman said to me, 
"You are a good man. You have saved 
my life to-day." 

By Mr. Pooley — What did you do 
with the Chinaman and the China- 
woman afterwards? 

A— I gave them something to eat, and 
then gave thenl blankets. And then I 
said, "I'll take you over to the China- 
man that lives close to me. " I went up 
to sec this Chinaman, and told him 
about taking the man and the woman 
from the raft, and ho came to my place 
and took them to town in his wagon the 
next day. 

Q -What condition was the raft ill 
when you found it? 

A— There were no nails to hold it to- 
gether. Only a board across the logs, 
ami the man and woman sitting on it. 
1 couldn't tell if the logs were tied or 
not. The logs were almost parted ami 
were under tho water. The winds had 
shaken it almost to pieces. 

The foreman— Wero the Chinese when 
yon found them on the rait, exhausted 
or wet? 

His lordship — If you hail been washed 
about ou a raft as they wore, I don't 
think you would bo apt to ask that 
question. 

The examination continued after Pe- 
ter had identified thu Chinese woman 
Lucy as the woman whom he had found 
on the raft. 

Q — What did you do with tho feather 
bed ? 

A— It was all wot through. Nothing 
could be done with it. 

Q— Did you take the trunk away? 
A — Yes. 

Q— Was tho trunk on top of the 
raft J 

A — Yes, sir. 

Q— How big a trunk is it ? 

A— It was very heavy. So was tbo 
feather bed— a big feather bed.

ADVANCE IN RATES 

On Fresh Salmon shipped to Eastern 
Points via the 0. I'. It. 

The Westminster Columbian says: 
"Fish exporters are feeling rather down- 
hearted owing to the advance in rates 
f which have been made to all points east. 
Thu express company yesterday notified 
exporters that in future gross weight 
would ho charged for instead of nut 
weight as in the past. This makes the 
advance in rates about 00 per cent. 
Each box containing 100 lbs. of salmon 
and about 40 lbs of ice, while the box 
itself weighs about 20 lbs. , making the 
gross weight of the packing 160 lbs. 
Heretofore oxpressage has only been 
charged on the 100 lbs. of salmon at 
the rate of cts. per pound to Cal- 
gary, 7 cts. to Montreal and cts to 
New York. These figures include ice- 
ing the tisli once a day cn route. It will 
now cost llj cents per pound to trans- 
port the fish to Montreal, which, with 
the price of the fish, will bring the 
wholesale cost up to 20 conta per pound, 
ft will he easily understood that the 
largo trade which has developed dur- 
ing the past year cannot be continued 
if the extra charges are enforced. The 
effect of thv advance will bu to tem- 
porarily kill the export fresh salmon 
trade. The exporters had made till ar- 
rangements fur large shipments of lisli 
each day during the whole of the sea- 
son, but it is now certain these will be 
•jvy considerably cut down. The C.P.R. 
is got the earth, as far as Canada is 
mcerned, and now it wants the sea 
id till that therein is."

The investigation into the manage- 
ment of tlio Chicago Lunatic Asylum 
has brought to light a dreadful suite of 
things. The lunatics have not only 
been neglected but they have boon most 
cruelly treated. The attendants have 
been chiefly roughs who do not know 
how to treat the insane, and who, it' 
they dul, have not sufficient solf-re- 
utraint to keep, when provoked, from 
perpetrating the most- brutal acts. The 
inmates of that aeylnm tt^od very little 
ehanco of ever recovering- If they be- 
came sauo again it would not bo on ac- 
count of hut in spito of tho treatment 
they received. 

It appears that tho asylum was in- 
spected with considerable regularity hut 
the k epets were cunning euou A\ to de- 
oeivu the inspectors. If o-ny of tho un- 
happy creature." in their power dared to 
complain they were laughed at by the 
attendants, and their complaints treat- 
ed as tho ravings of incurable lunatics. 
Hero is the peculiar hardship of tho 
condition of the demented. They have 
no means of making their griev- 
ances known. To humor them 
their accounts of how they are treated 
are sometimes listened to with a show 

not corroborated by tho evidence of 
some sane person no one believes what 
they say. And sad to relate, the sane 
persons in charge of the insane are not 
often reaily to confirm what the lunatics 
say of their treatment. They nearly al- 
ways declare that there is no foundation 
for their complaints. And who is to 
believs tho word of a madman w hen it is 
flatly contradicted by a sane person who 
occupies a position of trust y 

The boldness with which attendants 
will deny accusations when ciicuin- 
stances are strongly in favor of the 
statements of the patients, would sur- 
prise those wdio have had no experience 
of the inner workings of lunatic asy- 
lums. Tho instances of wanton cruelty 
that sometimes come to light are almost 
incredible. Attendants have been 
known to rouse a patient oul of his sleep 
in order to have tho sport of torturing 
hiin. It appears that attendance on the 
insane 1ms a hardening effect on some 
natures. Many attendants finding that 
they can neglect and ill-use the patients 
with impunity, torture them on the 
slightest provocation, and neglect to 
perform for them the most necessary 
offices. A humane and attentive super- 
intendent cannot insure tho good treat- 
ment of the patients. The medical 
superintendent of tho Chicago Asylum, 
Dr. Kienutn, is said to be himself in- 
capable oi cruelty, bul it is affirmed 
that he was utterly unable to prevent 
barbarity. 

Nothing but unceasing vigilance can 
ensure tho good and careful treatment 
of the insane. The tendency to abuse 
of power over tho insane is so general 
and so great that unless the attendants 
arc well watched they will use the op- 
portunities they possess to maltreat 
t hose under their care. This seems a hard 
thing to say, but experience everywhere 
shows that there are very few men or 
women wlm arc lit to bo trusted with 
tho care of persons n'houu minds are dis- 
eased. Even in institutions where the 
attendants are carefully trained foi 
their work, unless the utmost care ami 
watchfulness are used, abuses are sure 
to creep in, how much more is this the 
case in asylums so situated that it is 
impossible to obtain properly trained 
attendants 1 The secrets which the 
walls of asylums hide are some- 
times dreadful. Now unci then, 
us in the case of this Chicago asy 
him, light is let in upon their inner 
working, but very often cruelty and 
mismanagement go on for years without 
the outside world having tho slightest 
idea that anything is wrong. 

tt becomes those who have charge of 
lunatic asylums And thoae who are re- 
sponsible for their proper management 
to institute a system of rigid and con- 
stant inspection, It is very easy to get 
an asylum ready for a sliow day when 
the visit of an inspector or a grand jury 
is expected. But the visits that do 
flood, tho inspections in which anything 
ii found out, ore ni/irlo at hours and oil 
days when no one is expected. It. ought 
to be juat »h likely t lint the inspection 
will come at midnight as it mid-day. 
three times a week, as well a* once a 
incntb. The inspections should be thor- 
ough and tho inquiries strict and search- 
ing. It is only by this system of In- 
■potion that the abominable 
iuid the scandalous nogloct, 



lodge- of which now and again shocks 
the public mind, can be avoided. It 
must, be remembered that the insane are 
the wards of the public, that they are 
completely dependent on the communi- 
ty for kind uaage.and that they are real 
ly more helpless than children. 

THE LASH. 

The question of corporal punishment 
for criminals has been again discussed in 
the Uritish House of Commons. A 
bill whs introduced by Mr. Molvain un- 
der the provisions of which corporal 
punishment would be inflicted upon bur- 
glars who had made use of or been found 
armed with dangerous and offensive 
weapons, and upon prisoners convicted 
of revolting crimes. There was a strong 
opposition to the measure led by Mr. 
Bradlaugh on the ground of the brutal- 
izing nature of corporal punishment. 
Hut the sentimentalists appear to have 
lost sight of the fact that the men who 
commit these crimes are already so 
brutal that it would be impossible to 
brutalize them still further, and this 
other fact, that thu infliction of pain is 
the only way to convince them of the 
gravity of such offences and to deter 
them from committing them, imprison- 
ment to such men is a very light pun- 
ishment. The publicity of trial is to 
them no disgrace. They have no fine 
feelings, and their consciences are Bear- 
ed. All they reunite, after suffering a 
term of imprisonment, is the opportuni- 
ty to commit crime. They look for it, 
and do not hesitate to embrace it when 
it offers. The only way to reach 
their consciences or their fears is 
through their bare backs. It seems 
like mockery to speak of brutalizing 
the beast who will attack a helpless 
womau or outrage an innocent child. It 
is surprising how a community permits 
such monsters to live. Mr. Milvaiu 
showed that under the present sys 
crimes of this kind are greatly on the 
increase, so niiteh so that grand juries 
have brought ill presentments recom- 
mending Hogging as a punishment. It 
has been found that there is a class of 
offenders who have a wholesome dread 
of the lash. Some miscreants who 
laugh when the judge sentences them to 
terms of imprisonment with hard labor, 
turn pule and whimper when they are 
nteuced to bo flogged. If Hogging as 
a punishment for this class of crimes 
lutors, our legislators should not hesi- 
tate to prescribe Hogging. Tho London 
Times takes strong ground on this iiuea- 
tion. ft say a : —

We arc glad to observe u disposition 
on tho part of -some United States jour- 
nals to treat the Ueliring's Sea difficulty 
rationally and with moderation.

To Tin: Editob 1 am »>rry that 
private business of u Bomowhal urgent 
nature has preventod mo from paying 
that attention lo your article of Ilteis- 
day last on the Peace River land ex- 
change, to which its ability entitled it : 
nor should I trouble you with a lector 
to-day on tlio.subject jvere it uotfor the 
oonohuling sentence ef your article of 
this inpruiiur, in reply Lo Mr. Wilson's 
adrftlrable lortor. It is not my inteif- 
tion to defend Mr. Wilson's position, 
He la quite able to take care of himself. 
As b newspapei' controvorsalist he has 
no superior in the country, and 1 leave 
your article for liiH skilful pen to dissect. 
Tim sentence to which 1 refer contains 
a hold ami audacious declaration of 
opinion winch it docs not require a 
lively stretch of imagination to convert 
into a declaration of intention. You 
announce that you 

"A™ decidedly of opinion that if the 
Government can cany out the unan- 
imous, wish of the legislative it^embly 
and effect that exchange, it will do tile 
wliolu province a wry great .service.'' 

Ybu, sir. are the chief organ of the 
government. Yon are supposed to give 
utterance to its policy on all matters of 
importance. The popular belief is that 
i 1 this 1'eace River hind affair you are 
inspire, 1 from James Bay. Am I right 
in assuming, from the sentence 1 have 
quoted, thaftho government arc actu- 
ally and actively engaged in preparing 
the way for an exchange, on the mere 
shadow of authority contained in a reso- 
lution of the assembly in the session of 
1887? Am 1 right in refusing to regard 
your expression of opinion in any other 
light than that of an official utterance - 
a foreshadowing of policy— a prepara- 
tion of the public mind for what Mr. 
Duwdney in the Commons declared to 
bo a "serious" proposition ': 

I have already pointed out through 
your columns that the resolution of the 
' gislativo assembly to which you allude 
w is passed under widely different con- 
ditions to those that prevail at this 
■ i mo. Yon persistently ignore that 
Cut. Why? Permit me to state it 
a,'ain. When tho resolution was passed 
a grave doubt existed in the in bids of 
tho public men of tho province as to the 
validity of tho provincial claim to the 
minerals ill till! railway bolt. W hen I 
rose in the house at the expiring mo- 
ment of the hist session, to protest 
against Mr. Muni's proposition for an 
exchange 1 took cure to say that the 
situation bad changed and that what 
might have been a good arrangement 
for the province in 1887 might be a very- 
bad arrangement in 18S!>. You eay that 
no member sa\e myself mse to protest 
against the exchange, 1 answer that 
the house broke up immediately after- 
wards and thai no opportunity was 
afforded honorable members to bring 
their minds 10 bear on the 
matter which, in 111} opinion, 
is the- most important that has come be- 
fore the people since 1869 and 1870, 
when a few sturdy advocates of con- 
federation stood up (successfully at last, 
and after many failures) against Crown 
colony influence and annexation senti- 
ment. Had the session been prolonged, 
as f now seo it should have been Lo per- 
mit this great question to be debated, 
there wquld have been no occasion for 
letters of remonstrance to-day, 1 feol 
sure that the house would havo rescind- 
ed its former expression and passed 
a strong resolution condemnatory of a 
proposition, well meant at tirst, but ill 
present circumstances only urged for 
the purpose of giving away the very 
best pari of the province, as yet undis- 
posed of, to defeat the project for a 
s«cond transcontinental railway. This 
is my deliberate conviction, 

In the article which you devote to 
me you indulge in a sneer at the ralue 
f puL on the Peace River hinds. 
You repeat that sneer, spiced with 
doubt, in your answer to Mr. Wilson. 
You say of mc that 1 have "just as lit- 
tle ground for the high estimation which 
f put on tiic hind in the exl reins uoi tli 
east of the province as 1 h ive for t In- 
very low estimate which 1 place on the 
interest which tho Dominion has in the 
railway bell." The drift and tendency 
of your article is to belittle tho Peace 
River really and magnify the import- 
ance of the unsold, unsaleable- and worth- 
less (barring tho mineral's, which the pro- 
vince has won in a legal tight) land in 
the railway belt. You accuse me of 
want of patriotism because I decline to 
aid you in your attempt to delude the 
public into the idea that the lands which 
the government propose to accept for 
the Peace River lands are not there- 
fuse and the "callings of a sea of moun- 
tains;" but, sir, it is you who arc un- 
patriotic when you withhold informa- 
tion about the Peace River country 
which it is your duty to place before 
your readers. You arc unpatriotic when 
you say that I have "converted it into a 
sort of a paradiso, and given it in Its 
wilderness state a value which it docs 
not possess. " 1 never said Hull the 
Peace River country was a sort 
of paradise ; but aster reading 
the report of the Dominion Senate 
committee in 1SSS, 1 should be almost 
justified in claiming that the original 
Garden of Edon, or the Promised Land 
of the Hebrews, was located somewhere 
within the limits of the lands which you 
want to give away for less than noth- 
ing. 

I have a pretty vivid recollection of 
a good portion it the railway bolt, hav- 
ing footed over it- in 1858 and 1839. A 
year or mo ago I rolled through much of 
it in a railway train, and have reason 
to know that the only valuable tracts 
contained in it are alienated and that 
only those portions which Senator Ben- 
ton had in his eye when he spoke of the 
"derelict of nations" in 1840, remain to 
be exchanged. My knowledge of the 
Peace river hinds is derived from per- 
sonal interviews with men who have ex- 
plored it, or who have resided there in 
the interest of the Hudson Hay Com- 
pany; from the published reports of 
Messrs. Solwyn, McCouu, Butler and 
MoKenzio, from the evidence taker 
before a Dominion .Senate committee in 
the session of 1SSS, and the report of 
that committee. To that report [now 
refer you, in the hope that you will 
publish it end so give your readers some 
idea of the magnificent country which 
you and those whose policy you endorse 
are endeavoring to puss over to the Do- 
minion Government, I have only time 
to quote a brief synopsis in this letter, 
which i rely on your kindness to print. 
The report says, inter alia; 

"That with Buitablo steam crafts the 
trade of the country may b< enjoyed 
by Victoria and Vancouver; that there- 
in u possible area of 656,000 square 
miles fitted for the growth of potatoes j 
407,000 square miles suitable for barley, 
and 310, 000 square miles suitable for 
Wheat. That only about 400,000 square 
miles is useless for the pasturage of do- 
mestic animals or for cultivation. That 
the spring Mowers, and the buds of de- 
ciduous trees appear an early north oi 
the Great .Slave Lake as at Winnipeg, 
St. Paul or Minneapolis, Kingston or 
Ottawa, and earlier along the 
I'eace, Liard, and some minor west- 
ern affluents of the tlreat Mackenzie 
river, where the climate resembles that 
of western Ontario That the native 
grasses and vetches ore equal, and in 
some districts superior, to those of Kast- 
em Canada." 

1 might, through a whole issue of 
your journal, continue to describe the 
beauties and capabilities of this 
grand country; but the synopsis 1 have 
presented will suffice for the present to 
show how little you appreciate the 
noble heritage which a kimi Providence 
bus placed in out hands to people and 
develop in tho interest of the world. 

You say that the lands proposed to bo 
exchanged are too remote from the line 
of the Canadian Western Railway lo af- 
fect the enterprise ; but are you not 
aware that ■much of the land on the line of 
that proposed road has been alienated and 
(hat. following the precedent adopted 



III the case of the C. P. R., land 
may be selected elsewhere ill place 
of the alienated laud 1 If we 
giveaway the Peace River country, 
where must the Canadian Western 
make their selection - ; From the cei- 
lings and refuse of the sea of mountains, 
which both the C. P. R. nor the Do- 
minion consider of so little value that 
they are anxious to rid themselves of 
them. It. will follow, then, as a natural 
sequence of our prodigality, generosity, 
stupidity, or dishonesty (call iL what 
you will) that tho hope of the country 
for a second line will he dashed forever. 

1 hope, sir, Lhut if in tho discussion 
of Lhis subject I have shown heat or 
impatience, 1 .shall be forgiven. Bill 
it is a matter upon which 1 have thought 
long and deeply and have arrived at the 
conclusion 1 have advanced after ma- 
ture deliberation. 1 shall Lake no rash 
step nor shall f take "a leap in tho 
dark;" but rather than surrender anoth- 
er aero of land on the basis laid down 
by you 1 shall sever . the political tics 
that bind mo to Lhe present govern- 
ment and cast myself on my constitu- 
ents to approve or disprove of my course 
-as they may see tit.
